The  Flight  of  Time 

by  Elder  John  R.  Carlson 

Theoretical  physicists  of  modern  times  delight  in  speaking  of  a  myste- 
rious effect  known  by  them  as  "time  elasticity",  and  such  names  as 
Lourentz,  Fitzgerald,  and  Einstein  adorn  the  edges  of  this  concept,  giving 
it  an  air  of  undeniability.  These  physicists  have  been  led  to  theorize  —  and 
to  prove  in  some  small  degree  —  that  time  seems  to  "slow  down"  if  the 
station  of  observance  speeds  up. 

That  is,  if  you  were  placed  on  a  rocket  ship,  travelling  at  100,000  miles 
per  second,  you  would  find  yourself  aging  more  slowly  than  someone  who 
remained  behind.  It  would  appear  from  all  the  theories  —  and,  again,  from 
some  of  the  small  pieces  of  evidence  —  that  all  of  your  bodily  functions 
would  slow  down  uniformly.  Your  hair  would  grow  more  slowly,  your 
speech  would  be  less  rapid,  your  heart  would  pump  at  a  lesser  rate,  you 
would  grow  tired  more  slowly,  and  you  would  get  hungry  less  often. 

But,  because  everything  slows  down  uniformly,  you  would  not  be  able 
to  detect  this  deceleration  in  any  way!  Everyone  and  everything  else  aboard 
the  ship,  including  your  trustworthy  watch,  would  be  similarly  affected  and 
so,  as  far  as  you  could  tell,  nothing  unusual  would  be  happening. 

When  you  returned  to  earth,  however,  a  great  surprise  would  greet 
you.  The  girl  friend  you  left  behind  would  be  old  and  gray  —  in  fact,  her 
children  might  be  old  and  gray!  Your  car  would  be  an  antique  and  so,  in- 
cidentally, would  be  the  clothes  you  wear.  Your  house  would  have  crum- 
bled, and  your  tomatoe  garden  long  ago  given  way  to  high  trees  you  never 
even  saw. 

Why?  Because  everything  on  earth  kept  going  at  the  same  steady  pace, 
while  you  were  slowing  down.  Thus  you  in  effect  lived  only  twenty  years, 
while  earthbound  people  were  living  one  hundred. 

It  becomes  clear  now  why  physicists  use  the  phrase  "time  elasticity", 
for  time  seems  to  stretch  and  extend  itself  for  the  fortunate  passengers  of 
this  space-craft.  The  scientist  employs  mathematical  formulas  to  assist  his 
understanding  and,  by  the  nature  and  form  of  these  formulas,  it  is  im- 
material to  him  whether  he  considers  this  effect  as  being  the  result  of  a 
slowing  down  of  time.  In  fact,  since  the  physicist  is  not  concerned  with  the 
physiology  of  the  human  nor  the  mechanics  of  your  watch,  it  is  to  his 
advantage  to  employ  the  alternative  of  time  slowing  down. 

Yet,  for  we  who  are  concerned  with  an  ultimate  reality  and  are  de- 
sirous to  be  in  harmony  therewith,  there  is  a  certain  impossibility  present. 
We  must  take  the  other  alternative  and  acknowledge  a  real  "slow  down" 
of  bodily  functions,  allowing  time  to  expend  itself  at  the  rate  of  one  day 
per  day,  or  one  hour  per  hour. 

We  do,  of  course,  recognize  the  fact  that  time  standards  may  vary  from 
planet  to  planet,  or  universe  to  universe;  but  if  we  confine  our  attention  to 
one  time  system,  it  is  manifestly  impossible  for  time  to  expand  itself.  And 
that  is  an  important  realization. 

One  of  the  recurrent  themes  that  has  gripped  the  minds  of  philosophers 
and  poets  in  all  ages,  is  the  rapid  transit  of  a  life-span.  The  allotted  "three-

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PRIMARY  HOLDS  FIRST 
CONVENTION

Editor's  note  : 


Primary  started  in  South  Africa 
about  37  years  ago.  A  few  devoted 
teachers  and  a  handful  of  students 
brought  to  light  an  organization 
that  would  touch  the  lives  of 
countless  children.  A  monument  to 
the  growth  of  the  Primary  in 
South  Africa  was  the  recent  con- 
vention held  by  the  Transvaal 
District.  The  Primary  Convention 
was  the  first  to  be  held  on  the 
African  Continent. 

What  is  a  Primary  Convention! 
What    makes    it    so    special! 

Here,  answering  these  questions 
for  the  rest  of  the  Mission,  is  a 
report  by  a  devoted  primary  wor- 
ker, of  their  Convention  held 
November  21,  1964  at  the  Ramah 
Chapel. 

The  first  session  started  on  time 
at  2.30  p.m.  with  President  J.  Gol- 
den Snow  presiding.  In  attendance 
were  Sister  Eunice  Snow,  the  Mis- 
sion Presidency,  the  District  Pre- 
sidency, High  Councilmen,  District 
Primary  Presidency,  District  Prim- 
ary Adviser,  Branch  Presidents, 
Branch  Primary  Priesthood  Ad- 
visers, Branch  Primary  Presidents, 
and  the  Mission  Relief  Society  Pre- 
sidency. 

Sister  Eileen  van  Staden,  first 
councillor  in  the  District  Primary 
Presidency  conducted. 

Sister  Cherrett  addressed  the  meet- 
ing and  pointed  out  the  progress 
made  in  the  District  concerning 
Primary  work  during  the  past  year, 
and  especially  pointed  out  the  in- 
crease in  the  "Children's  Friend" 
subscriptions.  Last  year  there  were 
only  twelve  for  the  Transvaal,  it 
now  stands  at  186.  Sister  Cherrett 
also  pointed  out  that  there  was  not 
enough  contact  with  inactive  chil- 
dren. The  Primary  Script  was  dis- 
played,   and    all    Branch    Presidents 


will  be  getting  them  from  next  year. 
Sister  Cherrett  also  told  the  congre- 
gation about  our  'Inservice'  course 
of  study  and  also  the  'Guide  for 
Secretaries'  and  'Guide  for  Home 
Primaries'. 

President  Powrie  addressed  the 
convention  next  and  had  a  special 
word  for  the  Priesthood  Advisers 
and  Branch  Presidents:  "We,  as  the 
holders  of  the  Priesthood  of  God, 
are  to  sustain  the  sisters  who  have 
been  called  to  do  this  great  work. 
Brethren  we  should  recognise  the 
importance  of  this  auxiliary,  and 
we,  who  have  been  called  of  God, 
recognise  our  responsibility  in  this 
way." 

And  Sister  Eunice  Snow  gave  a 
very  inspiring  talk  on  the  impor- 
tance of  a  proper  home  life  and  the 
responsibility  of  the  parents.  Pre- 
sident Snow  gave  the  congregation 
much  food  for  thought  in  his  talk. 
President  Hefer  from  Klerksdorp 
offered  the  benediction. 

The  second  session  started  at  4.00 
p.m.  in  the  Chapel.  This  was  the 
general  assembly  and  all  were  in- 
vited. It  started  off  with  a  Primary 
prayer  song,  "This  is  God's  House" 
from  the  Children  Sing.  President 
George  Samuel  of  Ramah  offered 
the  invocation.  The  Standard  pre- 
sentation was  given  by  Sister  Hul- 
bert  from  Springs.  After  this  all 
children  were  dismissed  to  the 
Junior  Sunday  School  for  a  film 
show. 

Sister  Cherrett  addressed  us  and 
read  a  very  inspiring  letter  that  she 
received  from  Sister  Johanna  Fourie 
in  Cape  Town.  She  also  welcomed 
and  introduced  Sister  Fache.  from 
Krugersdorp,  who  was  one  of  the 
original  teachers  of  Primary  in  the 
South  African  Mission  when  it 
started  about  thirty-seven  years  ago. 

President  Brian  Chater.  first  coun- 
selor   in     the    District    Presidency. 
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spoke  very  highly  of  Primary  and 
said,  "as  far  as  I  am  concerned 
Primary  is  the  most  important 
auxiliary  in  the  church,  and  I  don't 
care  what  President  Powrie  says  to 
me  afterwards." 

The  Ramah  trio,  consisting  of 
Sisters  Myrtle  Clark,  Pat  Rouncivell, 
and  Maureen  Vosloo,  sang  "Lift 
Thine  Eyes  to  the  Mountains",  a 
very  beautiful  hymn. 

At  this  stage  we  seperated  for 
classes  for  instructions  and  helps  on 
a  departmental  basis.  While  this  was 
going  on  the  parents  and  the  Prim- 
ary Presidents  were  addressed  by 
President  Dan  Cherrett  from  the 
mission  and  Sister  Eunice  Snow. 

At  5.15  p.m.  we  re-assembled  in 
the  Chapel  and  a  recorded  survey 
was  given  by  Sister  Jacoba  Veale  of 
Ramah  Branch.  Some  very  interest- 
ing points  were  revealed  by  the 
children.  One  said  that  he  didn't 
like  Primary  because  they  can't  keep 
a  teacher  for  the  whole  year,  another 
because  the  songs  they  sing  were 
too  babyish.  One  didn't  like  opening 
exercises  because  there  wasn't 
reverence,  and  they  always  started 
late. 

President  J.  Golden  Snow  then 
gave  the  summary,  and  he  men- 
tioned some  points  that  everyone 
should  try  to  remember  and  apply. 
"There's  just  one  thing  I  would  like 
to  say  about  reverence  in  Primary, 
as  well  as  in  all  of  our  meetings. 
I  learned  this  lesson  long  ago.  I 
learned  it  when  the  Apostle  Spencer 
W.  Kimball  came  to  attend  a  Stake 
Conference.  He  said,  'President 
Snow,  if  I  want  to  let  you  know 
something,  I'll  write  it  on  a  piece  of 
paper  and  hand  it  over  to  you.  No 
one  will  say  a  word.'  During  the 
morning  session  of  Conference  he 
had  checked  with  me  and  found  that 
everything  was  outlined.  The  only 
talking  that  would  be  done,  would

be  done  from  the  pulpit.  That  was 
quite  an  experience  my  Brothers 
and  Sisters.  It  was  one  of  the  finest 
things  I  have  seen  done  in  my  life 
in  the  interest  of  reverence.  When 
the  young  people  see  us  on  the 
stand  talking  they  may  take  licence 
from  us  and  do  the  same  thing.  So 
I  would  commend  that  to  all  the 
executive  officers;  have  all  your 
work  done  and  all  your  programs 
planned.  Then  you  can  conduct  the 
meetings  so  that  everything  will 
work  out  in  harmony.  I'm  sure  that 
if  we  can  do  this  we  will  have  great- 
er reverence  in  the  House  of  the 
Lord  and  in  our  meetings  than  we've 
had  before.  I  believe  that  the  moral 
of  the  Primary  is,  that  we  shall  be 
reverent  in  the  House  of  the  Lord. 
The  children  in  Primary  are  taught 
that  these  buildings  are  dedicated  as 
places  of  worship  and  they  are  the 
Houses  of  the  Lord.  So  if  we  can 
impress  that  indelibly  on  their 
minds  it  will  have  a  lasting  influence 
in  their  attitude  for  reverence." 

This,  then,  was  the  end  of  a  very 
important  day  in  the  history  of  the 
South  African  Primary  Association. 
It  was  the  first  convention,  but  cer- 
tainly not  the  last  one.

CALLED   TO   NEW 
CHURCH   POSITION 


In  a  recent  article  published  in 
the  CHURCH  NEWS  section  of  the 
DESERET  NEWS  AND  SALT 
LAKE  TELEGRAM  it  was  disclosed 
that  the  former  South  African  Mis- 
sion President  O.  Layton  Alldredge 
had  accepted  a  new  call  in  Church 
missionary  service.  The  following 
is  a  reprint  of  that  article: 

O.  Layton,  Alldredge,  recently  re- 
leased as  President  of  the  South 
African  Mission,  has  been  appointed 
by  the  First  Presidency  to  the  Priest- 
hood Missionary  Committee. 

Pres.  Alldredge  will  serve  with  the 
other  committee  members  in  pro- 
moting the  missionary  program  in 
the  stakes.  His  assignment  will  take 
him  to  various  stake  conferences 
where  he  will  instruct  priesthood 
leaders. 

He  is  making  his  home  in  Salt 
Lake  City  where  he  was  in  the 
building  business  prior  to  his  call 
to  South  Africa. 

"We've  been  able  to  completely 
re-house  the  mission,"  Pres.  All- 
dredge reported.  "Fourteen  new 
chapels  were  begun  and  completed 
and  five  more  are  now  in  various 
stages  of  construction." 

He  added,  "We  feel  that  with 
these  chapels  a  new  era  has  been  in- 
augurated in  the  Church  there.  A 
full  program  can  be  carried  out." 

Pres.    Alldredge    noted    that    the 


mission    already    had    five    chapels 
when  he  took  charge. 

"During  the  period  of  building 
the  people  have  paid  more  into  the 
building  funds  than  they  had  paid 
in  the  entire  previous  history  of  the 
mission,"  he  said. 

"The  Krugersdorp  Branch  had 
their  building  paid  for  by  the  time 
it  was  completed.  The  members  did 
a  lot  of  the  work  themselves,  the 
women  working  right  along  with  the 
men,"  he  noted. 

"The  building  program  gave  the 
members  the  feeling  that  the  mis- 
sion was  to  be  permanent.  It  was  a 
tremendous  boost  to  their  morale," 
he  said. 

The  Church  is  growing  there  he 
pointed  out.  There  were  2,800  mem- 
bers in  the  mission  when  Pres.  All- 
dredge took  the  reins  in  May  of 
1960.  There  are  now  over  5,000  on 
the  mission  rolls.  The  new  converts 
are  95  per  cent  active,  Pres.  All- 
dredge said.  The  members  have  more 
than  doubled  the  payment  of  tithes, 
and  the  mission  is  carrying  out  a 
full  Welfare  Program. 

All  branches  are  fully  officered 
with  local  leadership.  Pres.  All- 
dredge pointed  out  that  the  Trans- 
vaal District  has  nine  branches  all 
of  which  will  have  chapels  by  the 
end  of  the  year.  There  are  2.500 
members  in  the  district.  A  district 
council  and  auxiliary  boards  are 
functioning.

1  cup  ground  carrots 

1  cup  ground  potatoes 

1  cup  ground  suet 

1  cup  sugar 

1  cup  raisins 

1   cup  currants 

1  cup  nuts  (walnuts,  Brazil  nuts,  or 

peans) 
1   cup  dates 


1  cup  marachino  cherries 
1  teaspoon  cinnamon 
1   teaspoon  nutmeg 
1  teaspoon  cloves 
1  teaspoon  soda 
1  teaspoon  vanilla 
i  teaspoon  salt 
t  cup  molasses  (optional) 
Flour  enough  to  make  a  moderately 
stiff  dough. 


Grind  carrots  and  potatoes  through  a  food  chopper  or  blender  then  add 

the  remaining  ingredients  and  steam  for  three  hours.  If  the  pudding  is  put 

in  bottles  that  seal  for  steaming,  it  may  be  kept  for  very  long  periods  of 

time.  Serve  hot  with  hard  sauce,  carmel  sauce,  whipped  cream  or  ice  cream.

Per- 
haps one  of  the  youngest  —  mission  age  wise  —  to  be  appointed  Travelling 
Elder,  he  carried  with  him  a  Spirit  of  dedication  and  enthusiasm  to  the 
areas  he  visited. 

Loved  and  respected  by  his  fellow  missionaries.  President  Whittaker. 
served  as  the  personal  envoy  of  the  Mission  President.  He  bore  the  instruc- 
tions and  counsel  of  the  Mission  head  to  the  Elders  in  the  field.  Under  his 
direction  as  Second  Counsellor,  a  stepped-up  programme  of  Afrikaans 
studies  was  introduced  into  the  mission  work.  Book  of  Mormon  sales  were 
boosted  as  a  result  of  his  and  Elder  Lifferth's  challenge  to  the  missionaries. 

Elder  Lifferth  has  travelled  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  mission  as 
companion  to  two  Second  Counsellors.  He  was  companion  to  both  President 
Whittaker  and  President  Reese  K.  Parker  who  returned  home  earlier  this 
year.  Serving  twelve  months  of  his  mission  as  a  Travelling  Elder  he  has 
earned  the  respect  of  his  fellows.  After  the  release  of  President  Whittaker 
he  served  as  the  Senior  Travelling  Elder.  During  this  time  an  effective  mis- 
sion referral  system  was  introduced. 

Every  missionary  casts  a  shadow  that  lingers  behind  in  the  land  of  his 
labours.  But  these  two,  by  the  forcefulness  of  their  examples,  the  strength 
of  their  testimonies,  and  their  devotion  to  the  work  have  etched  an  in- 
delible mark  on  the  lives  of  the  Saints  and  missionaries  of  the  South  African 
Mission.
